Immediately after the outbreak 
of war steps were taken by the 
government in cooperation with 
the growers and shipping agen¬ 
cies to meet a situation which 
seemed likely seriously to handi¬ 
cap normal apple exports to the 
•Old Country, A large processing 
scheme was worked out. 

Canada produces about 5,000,■ 
000 barrels of apples a year and 
about 2,500.000 barrels normally 
have been exported to Great 
Britain. 

September conferences here bd- 
tween the growers and the gov¬ 
ernment resulted in an agree¬ 
ment whereby the Nova Scotia 
growers, largest producers, would 
dispose of their crop to the gov¬ 
ernment with a guarantee of 80 
per cent the normal return based 
on last year's prices.

LONDON (CP)—The laconic, 
almost routine “all quiet" of the 
official war communiques means 
anything but inactivity to the 
troops manning the British sector 
of the western front.
